Accidental circumsiances, or further conpide« 
ration, however, prevonted tho fulfttnent of 
this intention; and caused him to leave to 
his Executors the agreenblo (agk of Inying 
these pages before the Publio: a plonsnre 
which has been kindly yielded to the Kditor 
by his Brother and Co-cxecuto® ‘Pho Mdl- 
tor thorefore feels that by tho eourae ho ix 
now taking, he ia only discharging a duty 
Which he owes to the deceaseil s and ho he. 
lieves that the death of all tho partiog, whose 
conversation is recorded, and tho distance, 
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in time, of ihe oyents deserihed, wiil justify 
(he introduetion of more than eould have 
been sé well admitted at an ealie period, 
Although it may bo thought that the fol 
lowihy, Memorials want the point and interest 
that so offen enliven contemporiry memoirs, 
yet ib in hoped they will be wdued on other 
rounds, Lt will be obvious to all whe know 
My, Rogera well (hat they ave in strict ae- 
cordanes with tho beat parts ofthis mind and 
ehauncter, Nothing has been allowed by 
him to stad that has any approach to per 
ronal senator to matters af merely lon 
porary interesls eavept ina low instances 
there in bub ttle veferenca to the polities of 
the day in whieh they were wrilten; many 
pasancedy opcA to objection on somo of these 
praunds, that hed found their way into the 
original anoles, wero amited from tho cor. 
rooted copy; and the Writer, who had tho 
wunplostge holed of Kabjeets, has shown by the 
Revulleations he has preserved Ut the con 
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yersatioh he thought mast worthy of boing 
put on record was that connected chilly 
with literary subjects, or with incidents and 
remarks having for other reasons w porna- 
Rent value. Tho Editor trusts they will be 
thought to afford agrecable and fiillitul pie~ 
tures of many Individuals with whom tha 
Reader will be glad to be moro intimately 
acquainted. 

Mx. Rogers so often referred in conyersn- 
tion to these remembrances of the aneedotes 
and opinions of his carly friends, that miny 
of them have heen repeated by others either 
verbally or in print, and may ab firsl glance 
appear familiar to the render, Bui they 
have heen so frequently, and so mueh, altered 
in repetition, that it scema nef improper to 
give them entire, in tho very words in which 
they were loft, with that tmih of oxpressian 
and in that concise and colloquial styly in 
which Mr, Rogers delighted (o \ysito his 


journals, 


Tu may add to the interest and value of 
the Revollections, if, before their perusal, 
attention ia xhortly called to some ol the 
prinéipal events and dates in the private lite 
of the writer of them, 

Sanmel Rogers was born in the month of 
August 1763, the third gon of a London 
Banker, whose immediate ancestors were 
of v Woreestershive family, and members of 
the Church of Hngland; while through his 
Mother To was descended from ono of the 
jected Ministers of the reign of Charles 
the 2nd. Thais, no doubl, to his maternal 
deseont thab he alludes in’ the following 
lines, Infvodueed into the notes on the poem 


of Ltaly +

From his Mother, who wes taken ‘from 
him in his early youth, and of whom he 
always spoke in terms of the greatest nlmi- 
ration and affection, he imbibed a Jove of tha 
intrinsically good which guided him on muny 
an after occasion, And in one of his elder 
Brothers, whom he lost soon after ho attained 
to manhood, and to whoso memory ho nl- 
dressed those beautiful lines in the fivat yuurt 
of the Pleasures of Momory beginning, 


“Oh thou! with whom my hem waa want to 
share, 

“From Reason’s dawn each pleaie andl each 
care," 


he hed an exemple of virtue and pood soni 
which strengthened his character and hy 
which he profiled through life,

THis Mather and Mother were Dissenters, 
and he was brought up in their persuasion ; 
and alwayn through life, when occasion re- 
quibed an oxpression on tho subject, he 
desevihed himself as a Presbyterian 5 though 
he never obtrusively put forward his opinions 
on voligion, and often expressed himself’ as 
desirous of forgetting any litle differences of 
creed, and of uniting with the virtuous of all 
seeks and parties in ono religion of Chvistiun 
Lovo, 

Ht is well known that Mv, Rogers was in 
polities a Whigs but in choice of friends he 
did not confine himself to any party; and 
from the Une when he first beenme known 
asa writer, and entered much into gocioty, 
agsocluod matl duimetely with persons of 
wl partics, 

Although introduced when yery young 
into hin Wathor’s business, his love of poetry 


wna shown early, Long before he was 
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twenty*he had put upan paper many hes 
which afforded promise of his subsequent 
performances, Ilis fixst published poo, Uo 
 Qde to Superstition,” was begta batove he 
vas of Age; and tho * Pleasures of Montory” 
appeared while he was alill » working particr 
in the Bank, 

Having lost, his Father in 1703, whose 
death-bed he has touchingly alluded to in his 
« Lines written in a Siok Chambor,” and, 
having united with him in’ business his 
younger Brother Tonry, he soon afterwards 
retired from all active management of tho 
affhiys of the Banking TTouso, and nevor re~ 
sumed it, Te quitted his paternal residence 
at Nowington Groen, where he was horn, 
and had spent the wholo of his Gurly lila, and, 
after living a short time in chambers in the 
Temple, he removed, about 1803, to a hoase 
in St. James's Placo, looking into the Green 
Park, This house he had allored and newly 
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robuilt aecordiyg to his own taste; and in it 
he resided until his death, on the 18th of 
Deeemher, 1855, 

JTTo has heon heard to desertbe how, on 
somo oveasion alter the death of his iathor,” 
ho deteetod himself making wv enleulation as to 
the amount ho might expect to accumulate 
if€ ho continued (o devote his whole time to 
the pursnit of wealth; and he was so shocked 
by the idea of being influenced by such mo- 
liven, tat ho determined to desist from active 
business, and ip attend to it henceforth only 
oceasionally, ov when mattors of importance’ 
mado the assisignos of his judgment desirable 
in tho alairs of the Bank: « resolution to 
which ho subsequently adhered, 

This resolution gave him leisure to adopt, 
and indulges in, Uhoso purauils which were 
more congenial to his taste and judgment ; 
and to foslor thet Joye which, in the conelu« 
aiun to his poem of Lady, ho las described 
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himself as having beer gifted with by Na- 
ture :— 


“ A pnssionate Jove for music, soutlpuure, purinding 
« For poetry, the Ianguage of the gad, 
ss Por all things here or grand or beautiful, 
“ A setting sun, a lake among tho mountains, 
“ The light of an ingennous counlannnee, 
And what transcends them nj], a generous action.” 


With what success he profited by thosa 
gifts, and improved tho advantagos which he 
has thus described, it must be Jeft to othors 
to decide. Tis published works, and the re~ 
putation he enjoyed through a long life for 
theto in literature and tho fino arts, and for 
genuine and unobtrusive bonevolonee, will 
assist in arriving at 2 corrcot opinion, whieh, 
it is hoped, will not be unthyourable. 

The timo ocenpied in the compoxilion af 
each of his soveral works was considerably, 
as he was always veaty to acknowludeo, Ho 
pursued a preetice, which ho often recon 
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mended to others, of laying by his poems Lor 
a Jength of time after they wore written, in 
order to reconsider thom again and again, be- 
fore thinking them complete, In illustration 
of this custom, it: may be mentioned, that in 
his Common Plnco Book is the following 
cutry, giving the dates of publication of his 
various works, his own ago at the time, and 
the mouber of yeas ocoupied in the composi- 
lion md revision of cach, ‘These particulars 
ave hero piven in his own words :—

From the yen 1834, when, as ho has thus 
doaeribed, he comploted his last important 
b 
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work, until his death, ho had (frequent avau~ 
pation, while his health allowed, in prepariug 
for the press the repented issues that were 
called for almost annually of his proviously 
‘published volumes, Afler 1834 ho wrolo no 
poem of length, though he often introduced 
new lines and stanzas, or ivifliny altoraliona 
in the successive cditions of his works, ‘These 
changes or additions consisted in part of 
poctry ; but the greater portion of his nilun- 
tion in the latter years of his life, us fiw as 
related to his own productions, was given 
to the notes to his Italy, which he nindo un 
medium of recording his thoughta nnd weuti+ 
ments on various subjects in connection with 
the poem. In these notes ho look great 
interest; and tho siylo of them, and thes 
nature of the information conveyed, muy 
be considered as approved by hia mature 
judgment, 

As proof of the opinion entertained to a 
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late period of his life of the contiminnes of 
his powers af mind, and af his taste and judg- 
ment in poetry, ibway bo mentioned that on 
the death of Mr. Wordsworth in the year 
1850, tho post of Taanroate was offered to hint 
hy Wer Majesty. ‘his off, made ino 
Jettor from Princo Albert, was in such grati- 
fying lems as to require prea slrongth of 
mind, and self-denial, on the part of Mu 
Rogors to refuse it, Fle felt, howevor, that 
his time of life was so advanced, for he was 
then 87, as mate it imperative on him to 
decline the honour intended him; and on 
this ground wlono, and after a considerable 
atrupele, he communicated his refusal to 
Uia Royal Tighness, ‘Lhe appointment 
was afterwards conferred by Ter Majesty 
on My, ‘Ponnyson. 

The following pages aro not the produc- 
tion of that part of Mr, Rogors’s Hife to 
which allusion has just beon made; but, 
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dihouh writton at emtior poriods, thoy 
have the sanction of his later yeurss aa, 
until a short time before his douth, ib was 
his habit to vefor to them frequonily, aud 
‘occasionally to select or nrvango purts of 
them with a viow to futuro publication, 
They will bo intoresting as showing whe 
were among his most valued fronds, and 
what conversation he thought most worthy 
of being vemembored, during that timo of hig 
life when his faotltics wore tho strongest, 
and when, from his mixing most in socioly, 
he had the widest field to gathox from. And, 
although they are but fow and short, yo the 
existence of thom in manuscript has beon 
so often made known to hig intimato frientls, 
and they are so charactovistié of the mind 
and thoughts of the Writor, that i is beliovetl 
that tho publication of thom mny bu felt ag 
not entirely unlooked for; and it fa hoped 
they may be favourably recived as a slight 
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contribution tothe biography of e generation 
that his new passed mvay. 


Tho oxtremo concisencas of some parts” 
of the Revollections often seems to render 
oxplanation necessary; and tho Editor has 
thorofore ventiamed lo add occasional notes, 
containing dates or othor veferences, which, 
ib is hoped, may assist in making clear 
some otherwise obscure passages, these 
notes are, howover, very imperfect, and 
additions might be made to them with ad- 
vantage, as thero sure still several passages 
which tho UWditor has not been able to 
clear up, but which it ia believed that 
further searelt, or a more intimate te- 
quaintance with partion named, might assist 
in explaining. or the information eon- 
veyod in soveral of theso Notes ho is ine 


debtod to the suggestions of Friends; an 
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obligation ho begs to acknowledge with 


gratitude,

Not a syllable 
escaped frou his lips at Brnyges, at Ostend, or at 
Maurputes vor, till Rothschild had taken his 
mensures on the Stock Exchange, was the intelli- 
gence Formmunicated to Lord Liverpool.

Bofors tho battle of Ligny, in which I lost my 
wim about noon, Blucher, thinking that (he french 
wore gathering mero and more against him,

of horse coming cowards mo; and observing: that 
they had short tails, F knew al once that they 
were Lnglish, aud soon distinguished tho Duke, 
TTo was on his way to the Prussian hoad-quaurtera, 
thinking thet they might want some assistanco 3 
and ho instantly gevo directions for a Bupply of 
Cavalry. “ Tow ove thoy forming?” ho in- 
quired.

T haye often dined with the Kine of the 
Netherlands, Tho Northern Kings admit sub- 
jects and sirangers to dine with them. ‘Cho 
Bourbons neyer did, 1 believe, nt Paria, exeopt 
in my instunco, At Ghent, perhups, the Fue 
quetlo was departed from 5 but T helieva T am the 
only person who has dined with Lewis XVUIL 
at Paris, L heave dined often with him, Ue gat 
at six; and when dinner was announced, wos 
wheéled in from the room in whieh he had re. 
coived mo. ‘Tho tublo wre Inrge, and he sat hes 
tweon tho two Indies, tho Duchesses oft Borvi 
and of Angouléme, T sat between Monsieur 
and the Duke PAngouléme. They wero swatted 
upon by Gentlemen -D by a servants and, of 
course, best served, ‘Tho diuner sas exeisite, 
Wo sat down atsix, and rose at seven 5 and then 
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all sat and tilked with the King till eight, ayoid- 
ing ull political subjects, he King eat frecly, 
but mixed water with his wine, which was cham« 
payne, ‘Nhe King will not now go out in the 
carriage Tmt on prent ocensions. They have 
contrived wimuchine to lift him into it by; but 
his intlolonce, or his fear of the caricaturists, or 
hoth, keep him nt home, TEo is fond of mots, 
und full of esprit vathor than sensible; and did 
not al first consent to read tho specches prepared 
for hint by his ministers, preferring to speak 
@abondance-—At Woburn Abbey and Apsley

Tha rest of the party set up a shout, and L 
boliove it gavo me more ploasure, this achicve- 
ment, thin anything T over did in my life.

Nover saw but one royal tiger wild, Novor 
at a tigor hunt. 

Elephants used always in war [in India], for 
conveyance of stores or artillery. I had once oc. 
ceasion lo send my men through a river upon some, 
A. drunken goldior foll off, and was carried down 
by the torrent till he serambled up a yock in the 
middlo of tho stream, I sent the clephant after 
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him, and with lavge strides ho ohoyed hia driver, 
When arrived, he could nol fot nen the rock, 
and he stiffened his tuil to serve asa plank. 
The mean was too chunk to avail himeell’ of it, 
and tho olephant seized him with his unk, and, 
notwithstanding the resistance he made, and tho 
many cui he gave that sensitive purt, flreed 
him on his buck.—Cussiobury, 2 and 3 Oct,
